1.  (U)  The  quarterly  report  of  the  1st  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  is 

approved. 


2.  (U)  Section  I,  paragraph  in.  The  R&R  utilization  is  very  low  since 
most  battalion  personnel  arrived  in  the  RVN  in  April  1967  and  were  not  eligible 
for  R&R  until  raid  July. 

3.  (C)  Section  I,  paragraph  5a  (2).  Usage  demand  data  for  support 
of  repair  parts  for  the  K109  howitzer  has  been  in  the  forimilative  stage. 

Supply  support  has  iraproved  to  some  extent  during  the  reporting  period. 
Aggressive  individual  actions  have  assisted  in  overcoming  the  supply  lag 
and  lack  of  PLL  in  most  areas.  Priority  effort  in  supplying  adequate.  PLL 
and  ASL  items  for  this  weapons  system  is  required.
